A nurse has been 
with Hoover around the clock 
since last February 
when he 
was .stricken with bleeding from 
his right kidney and a pulmon­ 
ary infection 


Hoover had a malignant tum­ 
or removed from his intestines 
in August, 1962, and in June, 
1963, he was afflicted with in­ 
ternal bleeding and anemia. At 
that time, doctors said his re­ 
covery was miraculous. 


Son at Bedside 


One of Hover’s two sons, Al­ 
len, 
who lives in 
Greenwich,

bedside. The other, H erbert J r .,

undersecretary

state, lives in California. The 
ex-president’s wife died in 1944. 


Hoover, a public servant for 
a half-century, was elected to 
the presidency in 1928 but the 
Great Depression befell the na­ 
tion the following year. Politi­ 
cal opponents laid the blame for 
the economic bust at the door of 
the White House and Hoover. 
a Republican, was swept out of 
office after one term in 1932 by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — “ The 
Fantasticks,” 
which 
NBC-TV 
presented 
last 
night, 
has 
played for 
years off-Broad- 
way, earned its 57 backers a 
1,200 
per cent profit, 
made 
more than $1 million and had 
over 200 productions in this 
country and abroad. 
The musical story, which had 
a television cast of Bert Lahr, 
Stanley H o l l o w a y , Ricardo 
Montalban, Suan Watson and 
John Davidson, is so simple 
that it hardly seems the kind 
to promote such colossal statis­ 
tics. Fancifully and whimsically 
it tells of a boy and girl whose 
fathers bring them together by 
building a wall between their 
yards and pretending opposition 
to their love. The lovers, how­ 
ever, learn that a fake abduc­ 
tion attempt planned by the fa 
thers and a bandit is a trick, 
and the angry boy leaves to 
seek adventure in the world. 
Later he returns, and all con­ 
cerned are wiser in the ways of 
understanding. 
I have no basis of comparison 
with the play because I kept 
avoiding it, harboring the sus­ 
picion that it would be as fey, 
precarious 
and 
embarrassing 
as having a tailored 
poodle 
around the house. And now I 
am 
sorry, 
because 
Sunday 
night’s one-hour video abridge­ 
ment, in color, was a beguiling 
experience, 
romantic, 
funny, 
tuneful, personal, and with an 
intelligence of lyrics and script 
to 
suggest 
an 
added 
depth 
which is not really as important 
as the simple pleasure. The 
plot was suggested by a play 
by 
Edmond 
Rostand, 
author 
of “ Cyrano de Bergerac.” 
For all its assets, “ The Fan­ 
tasticks,” is basically so thin 
and fragile a piece, from its 
unexceptional “ wisdom” to its 
content, that its success rests 
almost wholly on striking a per­ 
fect theatrical mood—and that 
is what its cast and producer 
director, 
G e o r g e Schaefer, 
achieved Sunday night. As the 
worldly wise narrator and ban­ 
dit, Montalban displayed a flair 
and mood-setting control that 
compensated for his occasional 
vocal deficiencies. As the lov­ 
ers, Miss Watson and Davidson 
were su appealing and good to 
listen to that both certainly 
stamped themselves as comers. 
I guess I don’t have to tell 


you too much about the head­ 
liners, do I? Snipping away at 
an imaginary plant during his 
imaginary gardening. Lahr re­ 
marked, “ hmmm . . . loo much 
mersture.” And during the ab­ 
duction, upon being struck by 
an arrow you know where, he 
magnificently clasped his hand 
to his heart. The video season 
certainly had one of its high 
moments 
in 
the teaming of 
Lahr and Holloway. And among 
the songs by Tom Jones and 
Harvey Schmidt in the hour 
were the bittersweet “ Try to 
Remember” 
and 
“ Soon 
Ifs 
Gonna 
Rain.” 
the 
latter 
a 
haunting work of double mean­ 
ing which Barbra Streisand has 
recorded memorably. 
The 
Hallmark 
firm, 
which 
sponsored 
“ The Fantasticks. * 
interrupted it only once, at the 
midway point, for a commer­ 
cial, saving the others for the 
beginning and the end.
